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GHICAGO DELEGATES 


ASK WIDER SCOPE

CHICAGO— Without benefit of publicity or advance notice, a meeting 


of tremendous importance to the unity of Jewry in the midwest was 
held in Chicago last week. To it came Louis Lipsky of New York, 
chairman of the administrative committee of the American Jewish 
Conference; to it came Judge Harry M. Fisher of the Circuit Court 
of Cook County, chairman of the Chicago delegation to the American 
Jewish Conference, along with twenty other delegates from Chicago, 
jeaders in B’nai B’rith, American Jewish Congress, Conservatives, 
Orthodox, Reformed groups, Hadassah, General Zionists, Labor Zion- 
ists, Mizrachi Zionists, etc. From Wisconsin, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, 
Missouri and Illinois came fourteen additional delegates. 


WANT SCOPE BROADENED 

Transcending the so-called “vested interests” of the organizations 
which they represented, the delegates at the Chicago meeting cou- 
ragously took an unequivocal] stand for broadening the scope of the 
American Jewish Conference by passing the following three resolu- 
tions: 

“J, Resolved, that we recommend that the delegates to the second 
session of the conferne and all of th organizations participating in 
the conference dedicate themselves, without reserve and without regard 
to organizational autonomy, to the creation of a unified instrument 
which will, through its commissions, committees and other agencies, 
courageously, fearlessly and “unselfiishly, translate into deeds and 
action the program and the purposes of the American Jewish Confer- 
ence. 


“2, Whereas, it is our opinion that the combatting of anti-Semitism 
in the United States and dealing with problems thereto should be 
directed and controlled by one organization in which all elements of 
Jewish life and all organizations in Jewish life are coordinated so that 
unified action can be obtained,; and, whereas, the American Jewish 
Conference holds the promise of being such an organization: Be It 
Resolved, that the combatting of anti-Semitism in the United States 
and dealing with problems thereto shall be placed upon the agenda of 
the second session of the American Jewish Conference. 


“3. In order to strengthen the activities of the American Jewish 
Conference its constituent bodies should pledge themselves not to act 
independently in making presentations of or negotiating with govern- 
mental agencies on matters pertaining to political action in respect of 
rescue work, postwar Jewish problems or problems affecting Palestine. 
Such presentations and negotiations should proceed only through the 
interim committee of the American Jewish Conference.” 

In these expressions are directed the feeling of the “common man” 
who, having little effect on the policy and activities of the organizations 
with which he may be affiliated, has long felt the need for some 
workable, unifying agency in American Jewish life. He has long be- 
lieved that the growth of anti-Semitism and the problems facing 
American Jewry, locally and internationally, can be coped with suc- 
cessfully by establishing a united front. 


ASK FOR RULES’ REVISION 

The meeting voted for a revision of the present rules of procedure, 
which, at the first session, gave the general committee of the con- 
ference veto power over resolutions proposed by other committees. It 
was recommended that ten members of any committee, including the 
general committee, should automatically be entitled to make minority 
report. One member of any committee, including the general commit- 
tee, it was also voted, should have a likht right to make a minority 
report if he is joined in that requést by fifty delegates. 

Further, the general committee shall report to the plenum every 
resolution adopted by a regularly constituted committee unless by a 
three-fourths vote of the members of the general committee presert 
at the meeting it should be determined otherwise. It was voted to 
Tecommend that the sessions of all committees should be public to the 
extent that any accredited delegate desiring to do so shall have the 
Tight to be present. 

The fourth point, on which there was unanimous agreement, called 
for a general committee or its equivalent, and not the interim commit- 
tee, to perform at the next session the functions which were assigned 
to the general committee at the first session of the conference. It was 
Pointed out that since the report of the interim committee will be a 
matter of major consideration by the conference, it would be unfair 
to make it the sole judge of what matters relating to that report should 
be reported to the general assembly of delegates. 

While at first glance it might seem unnecessary to worry about such 
detailed technical aspects, it must be remembered that technical pro- 
cedure plays an important part in a structure such as the American 
Jewish Conference, and the lack og regulations to ensure complete 
democratic action could conceivably thwart the will of the majority. 
There is no. doubt that these revisions, if accepted, would go a long 
way to answering the bitter criticism which so many delegates leveled 
at the first session of the conference when it was held at the Waldorf 
Astoria in New York last August.

Protestant Flays Ban 
On Jewish Students

NEW YORK—Declaring that it 
had sent copies of the editorial to 
the “presidents of all those insti- 
tutions which to our knowledge 
apply discrimination against Jews 
in their admission of students,” 
The Protestant magazine in its 
current issue denounces the prac- 
tice of ‘“numerus clausus” in 
U. S. institutions of higher learn- 
ing. 





The editorial said in part: 

“In almost every instance where 
a Jewish boy or girl, no matter 
how well qualified by training and 
character, is denied admission into 
one or another so-called better 
known American colleges of Prot- 
estant origin and control no decent 
excuse is given ... or can be 
given. This is an outrage to Jew- 
ish youth. And it is a betrayal of 
Protestant principles by Protest- 
ant institutions. This betrayal is 
high-lighted by the fact that Ro- 
man Catholic institutions are not 


guilty. It is a retreat from Am- 
ericanism. A slight retreat you 
will say. That is because your 
boy is not among those excuded. 
It is the boy outside the closed 
gate who feels the tragedy. This 
retreat leads straight to.the Am- 
erican counterpart of Hitler’s 
Germany. The blockade against 
Jewish youth must be broker!” 

The sums ranged as high as $1500. 


The organization at present is 
arranging publication of directo- 
ries for Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin, and has a crew of 
solicitors seeking firm names, 

The American Beauty Products 
Co. was thrown out of the exposi- 
tion of the American Cosmeticians 
Association at the Hotel Sherman 
in 1936 because of 'the firm’s anti- 
Jewish attitude. The firm has 
mailed cards to the trade carry- 
ing the slogan, “Get the thrill 
of trading with a non-Jewish 
organization.”

President Roosevelt sent a mes- 
sage to the meeting expressing his 
abhorrence at the deportations and 
cruelties, and speeches were heard 
by Henry Monsky, Stephen S. 
Wise, Judge Joseph M. Proskauer 
and Adolph Held. 

The meeting was under the aus- 
pices of the American Jewish 
Conference and was joined in by 
the American Jewish Committee 
and other Jewish groups not affili- 
ated with the Conference.

A 
tothl of $65,000,000 in War Bonds 
was raised by the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America, which is claim- 
ed to be the largest sum raised by 
any single Jewish organization in 
the country for a similar period.

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1 Guilty, 
2 Freed 
In Dorchester

BOSTON—Six young Boston 
shipyard workers were summoned 
into Dorchester District Court 
Wednesday to show cause why 
they shouldn’t be held in contempt 
of court for the alleged attack 
they made upon a witness to the 
beating given three Jewish boys 
last May by a group of their fel- 
low high school students. 

The summoning of the shipyard 
workers came as an anti-climax to 
the three months old trial of nine 
Dorchester High School students 
charged with the vicious assault 
on the three Jwish youths lasi 
May 12. 

Two of the war workers were 
released with a warning when 
there was found insufficient evi- 
dence to hold them. The other 
four, however, were severely lec- 
tured and had their cases put over 
until Dec. 26 when the court will 
’ act on the complaint they assault- 
ed one of the witnesses to the riot 
on a Boston elevated train which 
resulted in the Jewish boys being 
severely beaten. 

Jewish Lawyer Asks Leniency 

In tke cases of two of the four 
remaining students on trial, the 
court accepted the plea for leni- 
ency made in their behalf by at- 
torney Jacob Levy, counsel for the 
Good Neighbor Association, one 
of several organizations fighting 
anti-Semitism in Dorchester. Levy 
told the court that the parents of 
these two boys had expressed sin- 
cere regrets over the participa- 
tion of their sons in the train 
rioting. Their cases were placed 
on file for six months and if no 
new incident develops within that 
time their records will be elimi- 
nated entirely. A third boy was 
found guilty but without exten- 


~ 


uating circumstances. He was re- 
leased in $100 nominal bail to his 
parents. His attorney said he 
would appeal the District Court 
decision in Superior Court. The 
court said that it would not grant 
leniency to the fourth student be- 
cause cof the nature of his defense, 
but agreed to withold its verdict 
until further investigation is 
made. 
Formed Riot Patrol 

Appointed to conduct the in- 
vestigation was Rabbi S. I. Korff 
and Henry R. McLaughlin, assist- 
ant headmaster of Dorchester 
High School. McLaughlin had 


previously described in court the 


tension that had gripped the big 
high school on May 12 and the 
precautions he and headmaster 
Albert Reed had taken to prevent 
rioting from breaking out at the 
school itself. 

Police were called he said and 
a patrol of eight teachers was or- 
ganized. He said that the anti- 
religious writings found on school 
walls and which were given as the 
reason for the attack on the Jew- 
ish boys were undoubtedly the 
work of the ringleaders of thq 
gang who made the attack. It 
had been claimed that a certain 
Jewish boy had scribbled the scur- 
anti-Christian remarks. 

The court declared: “This writ- 
ing was definitely placed there by 
subversive elements who planned 
this attack as a part of the scheme 
to destroy the democratic way of 
life.” 





Many Jews in the German con- 
centration camp of Vittel in 
France attempted to commit sui- 
cide when they learned that they 
were to be deported to Poland in- 
stead of being exchanged for Ger- 
mans in Allied countries.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The name of Major 
General George Van Horn Mosely will loom 
larger and larger as the sedition trial in Chief 
Justice Edward C. Eicher’s District Court pro- 
gresses further. The genera] is not on trial, yet 
before the prosecution rests its case, it will be 
shown that many of the defendants worshiped at 
Moseley’s feet and were willing to act as leaders 
of a united Fascist movement with the ultimate 
goal of establishing a dictatorship in America 
and placing Moseley—their man on horseback— 
in the White House, 


Last week newspaper accounts of the sedition 
trial differed greatly from previous reports. 
Until then, uninformed newspaper readers gained 
the impression from these reports that the trial 
was but a maze of legalistic arguments. Now 
it is apparent that the prosecution has sensa- 
tional evidence, which at one and the same time 
is most damaging to the defendants and will re- 
veal the technique used by the enemies of this 
country to destroy our form of government. 

One of the letters put in evidence showed that 
William Dudley Pelley, goateed Silver Shirt 
leader, wrote that he could “alter the course of 
American history” if he could bolster his pro- 
gram with the “glamour” of Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, the “wealth” of Henry Ford, the “pres- 
tige” of Senator Burton K, Wheeler and the 
“interest” of General George Van Horn Moseley. 


Moseley’s Background 

In April, 1939, Moseley delivered a speech in 
Philadelphia in which he openly announced his 
Fascist stand. One month later he appeared 
before the Dies Committee and testified about 
an allegedly existing plot by radicals and Com- 
munists to take over the country. The informa- 
tion he offered was so ridiculous that even the 
Dies Committee—which has often accepted un- 
substantiated accusations at face value—refused 
to print it. The secret plot of which Mosely spoke 
was manufactured by Nazi propagandist Mrs. 
Leslie Fry, who then resided in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and is now a guest of Uncle Sam at Ellis 
Island. (She was named in the second sedition 
indictment, but not in the third.) 

Once Moseley showed his Fascist ideology, 
Nazi elements throughout the nation swarmed 
to his banner. Denounced by Secretary of War 
Woodring for “flagrant disloyalty,” he allied 
himself openly with advocates of alien ideologies 
py establishing contact with practically every 
branded Nazi-Fascist agitator in the United 
States. 


Moseley Welcomed Fascists 
In letters addressed to various “Trojan Horse” 
groups, Moseley welcomed their willingness to

become his backers and fellow-travelers. De- 
fendants Robert Edward Edmondson, James 
True, Charles B. Hudson, as well as Mrs, Fry 
and former Bund leader Fritz Kuhn, united in 
praise of Moseley and hailed him as the Fascist 
“white hope of America.” (James True’s case 
was severed recently from the sedition trial due 
to illness. He will be tried later.) 

Edmondson in his special circular praising 
Moseley, embraced him as a man who “has 
burned his bridges” and declared that “soldier- 
patriots like yourself have saved Germany, Italy, 
Japan and Spain from annihilation.” 


Pattern Repeats Itself 

Moseley was not the first high-ranking United 
States military man chosen by the enemies of 
this country as their man on horseback. In 1933 
several men planned to create a vast Fascist 
movement of which the late Major General Smed- 
ley D. Butler (retired) was to be the leader. 


General Butler Approached 


The famous general was contacted by one 
Gerald C. MacGuire, employed at that time by 
Grayson M.-P. Murphy & Company of New York 
City. He approached General Butler in behalf of 
R. S. Clark, a banker, Clark and MacGuire 
planned to use Butler to gain control of the 
American Legion and to convert it into a Fascist 
organization. 

According to Butler’s testimony given in De- 
cember, 1934, before the Congressional Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities, Clark said to 
Butler: 

“You understand just how we are fixed. I have 
got $30,000,000. % don’t want to lose it. I am 
willing to spend half of this $30,000,000 to sate 
the other half.” 

Clark outlined to Butler a scheme by which 
he was to gain control of the Legion and wanted 
Butler to appear before the American Legion to 
propose changes in the existing laws, providing 
that the President of the United States was to 
be relieved of most of his responsibilities and 
that his work be done by a “Secretary of General 
Affairs.” The newly created “Secretary of Gen- 
eral Affairs” was to be one of Clark’s men who 
would push the President completely aside and 
pecome America’s first dictator. 

General Butler would have nothing to do with 
the plot. He was a good American. When the 
plot was made public, the nation gasped. 

As the sedition trial proceeds, the public will 
learn the details of the second plot involving 
General Moseley, It will be shown that the lead- 
ers of the second plot were Mrs. Fry and de- 
fendants Pelley, Deatherage, Edmondson and 
Hudson.

CHAPLAIN OTT TAKES EXCEPTION 
TO REMARKS OF CARL ALPERT 


To the Editor: 

Carl Alpert’s devaluation of the 
significance of chapel attendance in 
the Army stung me to the quick, 
and Iam using a battle lull to 
good measure in framing this re- 
ply. Unlike many of my col- 
leagues who have been seduced by 
roseate visions or who have sub- 
lime faith in the powers of their 
grandiloquence. I have not been 
mislead by the apparent increase 
jn the religiosity of the Jewish 
troops. The entire spectacle re- 
quires interpretation and qualifica- 
tion plus analysis of social be- 
haviour, But that interpretation 
never bordered upon the ridicu- 
Jous in presenting the “menu” as 
the basic contributive to this in- 
crease. This is one aspect which 
one chaplain has cleverly termed 
gastronomic Judaism. According 
to Alpert, the “corned beef sand- 
wich” is cardinal and occupies an 
exalted position, while worship. 
the nourishment of the spirit is an 
“also ran” and incidental. This 
attitude is absurd to say the least. 
Perhaps we must follow suit and 
supplant the Holy Ark with the 
bread box. 


How can this soldier, a respon- 
sible editor in civilian life, have 
the temerity of presenting an 
opinion on this subject from a 
single experience at Camp Bland- 
ing, Fla., and seek to foist it upon 
the reader as a general truth? 
Admittedly, he asks parents for 
their opinions gleaned from their 
sons’ jetters. But he lets down 
responsible journalism. 


Suffice it to say that I never 
had an Oneg Shabbat in England, 
and in Normandy we are some- 
times quite fortunate if we can 
secure food at all. Yet the battle- 
tried troops to whom I minister 
have skyrocketed the attendance 
figures at religious services 
wherever and whenever they are 
conducted. Mind you I do not say 
that these men will become punc- 
tilious observers of every precept 
in the Jewish tradition. Indeed 
one must not expect miracles. 
They will not keep the Sabbath 
ordinances. They will continue to 
partake of unkosher foods. Phy- 
lacteries left over from Bar Mitz- 
vah day will still perpetually 
hibernate in velvet bags. There 
are deeper reasons for this pic- 
ture than participation in war will 
mend. But a great initial advance 
for Judaism will have been made. 
The returning veterans will have 
developed a sense of awareness 
that they are Jews with accom- 
panying responsibilities. They will 
enter into the common aspirations 
and organized activities of the 
American Jewish Community as 
Powerful, positive catalysts. They 
Will sympathize with and attempt 
to act upon the problems faced by 
their oppressed brethern of dif- 
ferent nationalities. Many will 
Support Zionism not bullied by the 
bogey that participation in Zion- 
sm constitutes a rejection of 
American principles and tinges 
their status as citizens. No—we 
will not come back as paragons of 
Piety, but neither will we return 


as a congregation of belchers and 
votaries of the corner delica- 
tessen. We desire an abundant 
and affirmative Jewish life. 

I put forth this utterance not 
out of a single observation. To 
do so would be unjust and un- 
worthy. In doing this I mean to 
correct and not to engage in the 
harangues of fishwives. It it is 
the full personal experience with 
combat troops for almost two 
years, years extending from the 
time “fillers” came into this di- 
vision from Jewish communities ir 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Illinois and New 
York, and now presiding at the 
ordeal of fire. Indeed I shall be 
most interested in reading the 
opinions of others on this subject. 

This has nothing to do with the 
above, but all of us would like to 
be remembered to our very good 
friends in Indianapolis and Colum- 
bus, and, of course, Evansville 
We see the tragedy in France 
when the only Jewish faces we 
see are our very own.

CRITICIZES SEGAL, KAPLAN; 
DEFENDS RABBI SHAPIRO 


To the Editor: 


The questions raised by Al Segal 
in his last two columns created 
such a vital interest and brought 
so many comments that I also 
desire to make a few remarks 
about the subject. 


It seems to me that the Kadish 
must be one of the fundamental 
principles of Mr. Segal’s Judaism 
Otherwise he would not pick just 
the Kadish to be prayed in a 
church as a good gesture to the 
Gentile world. Really, why not 
some other prayers perhaps, more 
significant than Kadish? For 
instance — Tal-Geshem or Kol- 
Nidrei? Do you think, Mr. Segal, 
that these prayers, especially “Kol 
Nidrei,” would also be in place in 
a Catholic church? Then, refer- 
ring to the Kadish again, we know 
that it serves mainly as a prayer 
in memory of the dear parents. 
Then it would not be more than 
right to take in consideration the 
feelings of the dead ones. If they 
were alive, would they like to see 
their son saying Kadish in a 
church? In fact, they would ‘be 
even scared to see their nearest 
ones coming and going too often 
to any church. We can be certain 
that if they had their choice they 
would prefer no Kadish at all to 
Kadish in church. 


In the same line, may I ask 
something else? As you know, 
Mr. Segal, Kadish is supposed to 
be said in the presence of a 
minion—10 Jews over 13 years of 
age. Now, how shall me act in a 
church? Shall we take nine mor2 
Jews with us in order to have a 
minion of our own? Or will the 
presence of nine good Christians, 
who are at the same time also 
“good Jews” a la Richard Kaplan, 
be just as good, if not better, as 
a gesture of tolerance? 

And it is really a shame that 
Rabbi Shapiro’s refusal to say 
Kadish in church should be called 
by Rabbi Fox “Jesuitical intoler- 


ance.” Rabbi David Shapiro a 
Jesuit! Isn’t this the greatest 
absurdity ? 


If we do not approve praying in 
churches, it isn’t because we are 
Jesuitically intolerant but because, 
knowing very well the conse- 
quences from our historical expe- 
riences, we are trying to stay away 
from any contact with any organ- 
ized religion. For us it was always 
a matter of self preservation, pro- 
tection against national suicide. 
We wou!d have disappeared long 
ago if nature itself wouldn’t create 
some resistance against the mis- 
sionary work of all the churches. 
Do we have to repeat again the 
price we paid? It was no accident 
that our ancestors preferred to die 
on the “auto de fe” to kill thei- 
own families and commit suicide. 
They could have saved their miser- 
able lives by a few drops of church 
water, but Israel would have been 
dead. Of course, during the bloody 
centuries of martyrdom, we lost 
millions of Jews by “Schmad” and 
almost all of them started with 
minor things, like. Kadish in the 
churches, as a fine religious ges- 
ture. Therefore, it should be

understood that it is not orthodox 
theology which keeps us from 
praying in church, but the natural 
instinct of every human being 
to live; and as a national group 
the desire for continuation and 
survival. ¢. ai 


An speaking of tolerance, I 
would like to mentiof only two 
facts which should be enough to 
prove that Jesuitical intolerance is 
to be put on somebody else’s door 
and not at ours: 

(1) There are thousands and 
thousands of Brazil visas available 
for European victims, ‘but only for 
those who are ready, not only to 
save their physical lives, but also 
to save their souls by some sprin- 
kled holy water. 


(2) Thousands of our Jewish 
infants were thrown in the hands 
of Gentile women and church 
leaders to save their lives while 
their parents were on their death 
march to the gas chambers. Most 
of these mothers will never come 
back to claim their children. But 
some parents somehow survived 
and already have come to ask for 
their children. Up to date, not 
one mother succeeded, and God 
knows, if they ever will, in taking 
out their children from the hands 
of the church authorities. Millions 
of such cases will be brought- up 
before the courts of world public 
opinion by unfortunate Jewish 
parents; and then it will be up to 
Mr. Segal and Mr. Kaplan to 
decide whom to call Jesuitically 
intolerant. 

In conclusion, I would add, that 
the whole problem involved can 
be condensed in one question: Are 
we only a creed—a religion with 
little obligations, which can be 
reduced almost to nothing? Q1 
are we a nationality, a cultural 
minority with a huge burden of 
national obligations and responsi- 
bilities, not only towards our Gen- 
tile neighbors, but mainly towards 
ourselves to carry on our histor- 
ical heritage through the bloody 
present to a happy glorious 
future? 

And drawing this line you im- 
mediately understand who is who 
in Israel. The Religionists who 
do not care for any continuation 
and any future for Israel are 
ready to say Kadish in the 
churches, to withhold congrega- 
tion membership from Kosher 
observers and to excommunicate 
Zionists. On the other hand, the 
survivalists, the majority of whom 
are Zionists, are bending every 
effort to preserve our identity. 
The overwhelming majority of our 
people is nationally and Zionistic- 
ally inclined, although a great 
many of them are not officially 
registered as such. The American 
Jewish conference a year ago in 
New York proved it. 

I myself am an ardent Zionist, 
an enthusiastic Jewish survivalist, 
a strong supporter of the separa- 
tion of the church from the state 
in all walks of life. I pretend to 
be a good Jew and do not wish to 
be a good Christian, or even a bad 
one. My interpretation of toler- 
ance was suggested by one of our 
prophets. I quote: “All the peo- 
ple, all the nationalities, all the 
minority’ groups shall march in 
the names of their respective 
Gods; and we—we shall also be 
recognized as equals and shall not 
be disturbed also to march in the 
name of our God.”

I find, the conclusions reached by 
Dr. Emanuel Gamoran, educational 
director of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, in a two- 
part article in “Liberal Judaism,” 
so logical and so matter-of-fact, 
that I cannot resist the temptation 
to reprint them for you in full: 

1.. Reform Jewish leaders must 
recognize, as was once said by Dr. 
Samuel Schulman, philosopher of 
Reform Judaism in America, that 
Reform was a revolutionary move- 
ment, and like all revolutionary 
movements, it went too far. We 
must now restrain this tendency tc 
develop a more intensive Jewish 
religious life. We all recognize 
that one can be a good American 
and a fine human being, whil: 
bearing his own unique Jewish 
heritage. 

2. In education, the emotions 
play a significant part. The 
emotions of the child are developed 
in connection with religious cus- 
toms and traditions. Therefore 
the observance of customs and 
ceremonies of human, cultural, or 
esthetic value must be strength- 
ened. We must translate into 
practice the resolution of the new 
platform of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, intensifying 
Jewish observance in the home. 
This necessitates the organization 
of schools for parents in many of 
our communities and congregations 
for instruction in Judaism and for 
the introduction of activities show- 
ing our people how to enrich their 
homes Jewishly. 

8. The congregation must intro- 
duce propaganda for the Hebrew 
language. It is important to make 
use of Hebrew prayers and to 
afford a regular opportunity to 
congregants to utilize Hebrew dur- 
ing services. Anti-Zionist tend- 
encies of some Reformers and 
ignorance in general are alike 
responsible for the fact that so 
many Jews seem to be under the 
impression that a knowledge of 
the Hebrew language is the char- 
acteristic either of Orthodoxy or 
of Zionism. The idea must be 
completely uprooted. Every Jew, 
whether he be Reform or non- 
Reform, Zionist or non-Zionist, 
should learn the Hebrew language 
and seek to be able to read Jewish 
literature at first hand, Through 
this approach we may succeed in 
making Reform Jewish education 
more intensive. 

4. We must continue our propa- 
ganda for week-day instruction. In

Given an opportunity at a press conference 
last week to disavow Gerald L, K. Smith, Gover-

“The act of Smith in associating my name 
with his own on a spurious ticket without any 
notice of any kind whatsoever is the cheapest 
of demagoguery,” the naive Bricker emoted, as 
if he hadn’t known all about Smith and his in- 
tentions when earlier in the week he was asked 
to make the statement he found so necessary 
now. His tone of injured innocence doesn’t set 
well. It is to be wondered what kind of voters 
Mr. Bricker thinks this nation is made of. 


Chaplain Ott Discusses the Jewish Soldier’s Faithfulness

Current Comment 


Lack of Leadership Disturbing, The Advocate, 
Chicago, Says—After many years of thinking, 
writing and worrying one is left wondering, 
rather sadly, about our great men. Perhaps never 
in history was there such dearth of leaders— 
leaders not self-seeking politicians—as today. 

In the days that followed the last war when 
the Jewish situation was not anywhere as grave 
and tense as today, there was a great company 
of Jewish leaders, impressive figures, heroic men, 
mighty voices. Both in Europe and America the 
people felt themselves encouraged, uplifted and 
inspired by them. Most of them are now dead, 
but they left legends behind them. One thinks 
of Nordau, Ahad Haam, Bialik, Sokolow, Ussish- 
kin, Jabotinsky, Tsclenow, Brandeis and Mar- 
shall. 

The people did not always listen to them. As 
cften as not their voices remained unheeded. They 
even quarrelled with them and nagged and an- 
noyed them unto death. But they were the 
authentic vocies of their stricken, bereaved and 
martyred people, and whether their command 
was obeyed or not, there was security in their 
presence and hope and confidence in their very 
existence. 

But where are our great men today? Where 
are our leaders, the men of deep insight and 
vrophetic vision to strengthen, comfort and sus- 
tain us in days that sear the soul and wrench 
the heart? Where are the men whose voices 
might compete with the thunder of the enemy so 
that the frenzied despair of our people might be 
rendered less grievous, less painful, less exasper- 
ating? ... 

The facts are more startling than our so- 
called leaders care or have the courage to face. 


There is more than merely lack of confidence in 
our leaders, There is a positive revolt against 
a leadership which in times of overwhelming 
tragedy has done too little, given too little, been 
too little. Confronted by threat of disaster it 
has done nothing to redeem the faith and hopes 
that were pinned on it.

‘Apathy of Los Angeles Zionists Criticised by 
the B’nai B’rith Messenger—Let us say from the 
outset that this editorial is NOT a criticism of 
Zionist aims and principles. It is merely the re- 
action of the editor to the recently held “city- 
wide” memorial meting held in honor of the 
founder of political Zionism, Dr. Theodore Herzl. 

The motivation of the meeting was excellent, 
the speeches were fine. Seven Zionist and affili- 
ated Palestinian organizations cooperated in or- 
ganizing the Herz] memorial meeting—the Zion- 
ist District, Hadassah, Mizrachi, Poale Zion, the 
L. A. Committee on Palestine, the Los Angeles 
Chapter of the American Palestine Committee 
and the Christian Council of Palestine. 

But where was the audience? An optimistic 
count would credit Sinai’s auditorium to have 
seated 300 men'and women at the most to hear 
the tribute to Dr. Herzl. 


There must be something wrong when seven 
national and international organizations meet in 
solemn tribute to the founder of their ideals and 
bring forth a handful of people. Surely there are 
more than 300 Jews in Los Angeles who owe the 
source of their cultural and communal life to the 
founder of Zionism and owe him the extra effort 
it might have taken to appear at the memorial 
meeting.

ranks. This should be one of our 
immediate aims. 


5. We must all learn to take 4 
more serious attitude to Jewish 
education. All of us—rabbis, prin. 
cipals, lay leaders—must recognize 
that instruction for one day a week 
for two and a half hours, in com. 
parison with five days a week for 
25 hours in the public school, is 
bound to have a negative psycho- 
logical effect on the child as far as 
his Jewish education is concerned, 
Worse than the effect on the chil- 
dren is the effect on the school, 
for we cannot employ professional 
teachers on a one- or two-day-a- 
week basis, and without profes- 
sional teachers no school has a 
future. A genuine attitude to 
Jewish religious education would 
also remove once and for all the 
cry that we lack finances that 1s 
heard from time to time in our 
congregations. While the poor 
Jews in New York and other cities 
spend $50 to $75 per capita for 
Jewish religious education, parents 
of children in the one-day-a-week 
school spend only $10 to $15 per 
capita. The average salary of 
teachers in the Sunday school ‘s 
$3 per session. The most well- 
to-do group in American Jewry 
cannot satisfy itself with such 
educational conditions. 


Since it is admitted that Reform 
Jews are generally the most gen- 
erous and contribute the largest 
sums to our philanthropic institu- 
tions, one must necessarily con- 
clude that the shortcomings of 
education are the result neither of 
lack of money nor lack of gener- 
osity; rather it is due to lack of 
understanding. A Jew ought not 
to say by word of mouth that he 
appreciates Jewish education and 
then take a negative attitude in 
his heart. It is this attitude that 
is bound to undermine our very 
foundations. But laymen, alas, are 
not alone responsible. We find 
that in every synagogue in which 
there is a rabbi and a principal 
who are devoted to Jewish sanc- 
tities and Jewish ideals, changes 
are made for good in the field of 
Jewish education; and in every 
synagogue headed by a leader who 
preaches but does not practice, 
Jewish education deteriorates. In 
the course of a few years such 
preachers will find that they have 
no flocks to whom to preach.

Hope Seen 
For Jews 
Of Hungary

LONDON-—-Steps may now be 
possible which will result in the 
rescue of a large number of Jews, 
Prof. Selig Brodtsky reported 
after accompanying a group of 
Christian and Jewish leaders to 
a conference with Anthony Eden. 
He said a favorable situation has 
finally arisen which presents an 
opportunity for large-scale rescue.

Committee, American Jewish Con- 
gress, B’nai B’rith, Jewish Labor 
Committee, and the Jewish War 
Veterans of the United States. 

New Chairman Omaha Native 

Mr. Kaufmann announced his 
inability to continue as chairman 
because of the pressure of other 
duties. Mr. Sher, who will serve 
as chairman until the next plenary 
session, has been active in the 
council since its organization. He 
is a member of the administrative 
committee of the American Jewish 
committee, chairman of the board 
of the Hofheimer Foundation, and 
a trustee of the American Federa- 
tion for Palestinian Institutions. 

A native of Omaha, he has been 
a resident-of New York City for 
the past 14 years, where he is a 
prominent attorney. 

New Clearance Program 

In implementing the program of 
clearance in the field of civic pro- 
tection, the executive committee of 
the council appointed a _ special 
subcommittee to classify all the 
problems in the field which face 
the national agencies and _ local 
communities and present them, 
item by item, to the council for 
the formulation of policies. 

The program of clearance 
through the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council calls 
for every national and community 
agency to submit each major proj- 
ect for clearance before putting it 
into effect. 

The following procedure was 
adopted by the executive commit- 
tee to make clearance effective: 

1. The national agencies and 
the communities are to submit to 
the office of the NCRAC an in- 
ventory and schedule of all major 
projects now in operation or about 
to be undertaken. 

2. The national agencies and 
the communities are to inform the 
office of the NCRAC of any con-— 
templated new project. 

3. The office of the NCRAC is 
to clear any contemplated project 
with the other agencies before it 
is actually put into effect. 

The national agencies and the 
communities are now in process of 
informing the National Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Council of 
major projects now in operation 
and contemplated.

I THINK AS I PLEASE

After supper last night Yammy investigated the contents of my 
pocket book and strewed them thoroughly around on the floor. I put 
the dear child to sleep and proceeded to clear up the mess. There was 
quite a heterogenous: accumulation of scraps, letters, clippings and 
other miscellania which I had been carrying around for months, 
They’re now piled up in a neat heap on the edge of the dresser, but 
I suppose I might as well throw them out. 

On top is the clipping from the local Jacksonville paper of an A. P, 
dispatch, reporting that the Nazi, Major General Adolf Hamann, has 
apparently been captured by the Russians, tried as a war criminal and 
hanged. Did no one observe the appropriateness of his fate, in view of 
his name? 

On the back of an old envelope I had written the one word, “Glass.” 
What in the world did it mean? Then in a flash it came back to me. 
Late one Saturday evening we were ‘walking with a group of friends 
down the main street of this soldier and sailor-filled town. We were 
twitting Carl on his still discernible Boston accent. 

“In Boston,” one friend asked, “do you say Bar Mitzvah or Bah 
Mitzvah?” bth Ae 

A discussion ensued, centering around the question: “What do you 
say when you’re Bar Mitzvah?” The query was repeated in a loud 
voice by one of our group, whereupon a passing soldier in the throng 
halted, leaned toward us, and replied: 

“We say ‘Mazel Tov.’ ” 

His name was Glass, Al Glass of Jackson, Tenn., and we jotted down 
his name because we wanted to invite him over some evening—when 
he could get a pass. 

A little notebook contained a profusion of names and addresses of 
maids, most of whom had served their brief tenure in the household 
and already departed. There was one I would never forget ,a colored 
girl by the name of Amelia. She knew I was Jewish and was inter- 
ested, in a simple way, in our “peculiar” culinary problems. 

She asked, one day, which church I went to. 

“Why, Amelia,” I answered, “I thought you knew we are Jews.” 

“Sure, I know. I once worked for Syrians, too . But which church 
do you go to—Catholic or Protestant?” : 

And here is a copy of a note I had been carrying around for some 
months: 

“Dear Mrs. Alpert: If it is all right with you, Wilbur may attend 
school. If there is any expense please let me know. Sincerely, Mrs.

Wilbur is a non-Jewish child who, of his own volition, has been 
attending Hebrew school, and is one of the brightest pupils in the 
class. I had a similar pupil in Cincinnati, and in each case attend- 
ance was prompted only by acquaintanceship with Jewish children, 
and by what I might call, even in eight and nine-year-olds, intellectual 
curiosity. Of course, I required parental consent,

INDIANAPOLIS — With one 
meeting already held, some kind

Asked by Mr. Frisch: what 
he understood by the term Zion- 
ism, the reply came “T don’t 
know much about it, but I do know 
that America is good enough for 
me.” 

After declaring that “this ap- 
palling and disheartening ignor- 
ance on the part of apparently 
well-meaning persons who so 
blithely formulate the policies of 
our Jewish commuities impels me 
to sketch . . . the rudiments of 
the Zionist movement,” Mr. Frisch 
proceeds to explain what Zionism 
means to him. 

Mr. Frisch declares that there 
is no incongruity between Ameri- 
canism and Zionism, and the ac- 
cuses the anti-Zionists of sabo- 
taging Palestine as a Jewish com- 
monwealth first because “its 
challenge accentuates” their inse 
curity, and second because théy

Brothers and sisters called up to 
share their joy at discovering that 
their families in Botosani, who 
they feared were dead, had sur- 
vived the years of German and 
Rumanian persecution. One man 
discovered relatives of whom he 
had never heard, members of his 
family who were born since he 
emigrated many years ago.

of re-examination of our religious 
beliefs and ideals. We have studied 
the history of the Reform Move- 
ment and it bases in the philoso- 
phy of the founders, and we are 
sure of our spiritual foundation. 
We know that Reform Judaism 
was meant to be a faith based on 
universalistic interpretation, that 
it was not meant to be nationalistic 
or particularistic. We have regard 
for the beauty of ancient cere- 
mony, and we are aware of the 
historical greatness of the Hebrew 
language, in’ whose brief, deep- 
throated syllables the Ten Com- 
mandments were pronounced to a 


pagan world. We are cognizant 
of the wisdom in the Talmud and 
of the great social message of the 


Prophets. The ultimate goal of 


our religious belief is an age of 
social justice for all men. 

The controversy in which we 
have been involved has sharpened 
our interest in religious matters. 
It has placed a spotlight on the 
synagogue and the religious school. 
Wherever people gather it is a 
discussion of congregational affairs 
with emphasis upon the meaning 
of Reform Judaism. 

Those members of our congre- 
gation who have been to other 
parts of the country during the 
past months have come back to 
Houston witn a similar story. A 
genuine interest. in Jewish reli- 
gious matters on a_ nation-wide 
scale has been aroused by the 
Houston congregation. It does not 
matter that much of its talk 
is replete with misunderstanding, 
faulty interpretation, and person- 
alities. A re-examination of Re- 
form Judaism is sweeping the 
country because of the action taken 
by our congregation. Every critic 
of our policy must perforce become 
a critic of his own beliefs and of 
his personal attitude toward his 
religion. Reform Judaism is alive 
today as it fas in the days of 
Isaac Mayer Wise.

It trots out Goering and Himmler, with a delighted 
air of discovery, as if these were new characters. 


The Party Doesn’t Answer 

After proclaiming the gospel of “order” for eleven years, the Nazi 
party now announces that it is going to solve Germany’s problems by 
“establishing order.” There is not a whisper nor a vestige of a new idea 
in all cf Dr. Goebbels’ long oration; it is a bargain-counter of used 
goods. 

The seventeen captured German generals in Moscow have given the 
German people a program: to lay down their arms, to stop dying. 
The rebellious Junkers have given the German people a program: to 
kill Hitler. Dr. Goebbels’ speech must be considered as standing im 
competition with these offers. It is his attempt to give the German 
people an answer to their problem, and his answer is that he has no 
answer. ’eil ’itler!

The Canadian Province of Quebec is one of the most beautiful and 
most backward regions on the globe. Clerical Fascism flourishes there 
undisturbed. Cardinal Villeneuve, the recognized spiritual head of the 
French Canadians, dreams Gf a corporate state and openly approves a 
French Canadian boycott of Jewish merchants. The Quebec provincial 
elections will be held on Aug. 8, and the campaign is in full swing 
now, Three parties are in the contest for political control of this 
province, the population of which is overwhelmingly French Canadian.

The Union Nationale is seeking power so aggressively that it stoops 
io cpen anti-Semitism to make political hay. Its leader, Maurice 
Duplessis, is by far the shrewdest of the French Canadian politicians. 
lt was he who some months ago projected the hoax that the Liberal 
Government of Quebec was planning to settle 100,000: Jewish refugees 
in the Prcvince of Quebec. L’Union Nationale directs its appeal to the 
younger generation and is skillfully manipulating the anti-Semitic 
issue as a vote gathering fishing net. Duplessis’ election campaign is 
by far the most effective and most active. He uses all the paraphernalia 
of modern propaganda over the radio and employs many women as 
campaign workers.

FASCISM ON THE MARCH 
The Liberals, under the leadership of Premier Godbout, are a rather 
anemic, colorless party trying to follow a middle of the road policy. 
They enjoy the support of the English section of the Province of 
Quebec and that of those French Canadians who believe in and want 
the status quo, We do not believe that Godbout will succeed in main- 
taining a majority over the Bloc Populaire and the Union Nationaie.

A study of those from 
Pittsburgh has established that 
one out of every four of these 
Jewish men was with the Air 
Force, probably regarded as the 
most dangerous of all services.

Similar is the per- 
centage of Pittsburgh Jews in the 
Infantry, and somewhat less— 
about 7 per cent in the Field 
Artillery and in the Quartermaster 
Corps, each.

THIRTY-TWO PER CENT OF 
DOCTORS: Many will be inter. 
ested to learn that a survey of 
physicians of two boroughs of New 
York city established the fact that 
32 per cent of all the Jewish doc- 
tors were in the armed forces... . 
These two boroughs represent 
approximately one-fourth of all 
American physicians of the Jewish 
faith. . At present Jewish war 
record committees are functioning 
in over 90 per cent of the cities in 
the United States having a Jewish 
population of 1,000 or over. .

LITERARY NOTES: Jewish 
students of world literature, and 
those who are especially interested 
in the Bible, will not want to miss 
Thomas Mann’s “Joseph the Pro- 
vider” just published by Knopf. 

. This is the fourth and last 
volume of Mann’s great tetralogy. 
. In 600 pages the great writer 
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and Nobel prize winner tells the 
story of Joseph beginning with the 
time when he was banished for not 
submitting to the whim of Petepre 
and concluding with the migration 
of Israel down to Egypt. . .’. All 
the incidents in Joseph’s life, as 
related in the Bible, are elabo- 
rated upon by Mann as a result of 
his great erudition in Bible study 
and his special interest in Joseph’s 
personality. . A picture of 
Joseph emerges which makes him 
more shrewd, more calculating, 
more sophisticated than does the 
criginal text in the Bible. 
Religious Jews will definitely dis- 
agree with some of the character- 
istics which Mann gives Joseph. 
They will also object to incrimi- 
nating incidents which Mann has 
woven into his narrative and which 
are not mentioned in the Bible. 
. Such, for instance, is the tale 
which Mann tells of old Jacob 
being seduced by the wife of his 
grandson, the native girl, Tamur. 
This particular episode, 
inasmuch as it puts the patriarch 
in a light which is far from the 
spirit of the Bible and contrary to 
family traditions preached by the 
Bible, will definitely be resented 
even by non-Jewish students of the 
Bible. . On the whole Mann’s 
book, however, will be widely read 
in Jewish homes, though severely 
criticied by those Jews who prefer 
to read the Bible without any 
trimmings and elaborations based 
on so-called “Bible criticism.” 
+ * . 

PERSONAL NOTES: Maurice 
Samuel’s book on Palestine, ‘“Har- 
vest in the Desert,” which has been 
published by the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society by arrangement with 
Knopf, is turning out to be quite 
a good seller. . . . Many are won- 
dering, however, why some copies 
of this book open with an apolo- 
getic note by the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society explaining that it does 
not always endorse the views of 
its authors. . . This note is 
omitted from other copies appar- 
ently ordered by Zionist groups. 

. Lion Feuchtwanger, who is 
attaining his 60th birthday this 
month, has let it be known in a 
letter to Louis Rittenberg, editor 
of Liberal Judaism, that he pays 
no attention to birthdays, “espe- 
cially to my own birthday”. 

In an exchange of letters with 
Rittenberg he develops interesting 
views on the role of the Jewish 
people as a spiritual force in the 
world. . .

Speaks On 


Defending Jake 








I have hcard that there has been considerable 
talk for and against Jake around the country. 
In one of the Jewish press a letter denounced me 
as a slick conversionist who in my sly way may 
be leading Jews into Catholicism. All on account 
of my story about Jake and Father Pat. 

(Jake, you may remember, was the gentleman 
in the small town who went to say Kaddish for 
his wife in Father Pat’s Catholic church every 
morning, since in his town there were no syna- 
gogue and no minyan, both of which are essentizl 
to the proper saying of kaddish.) 

In my mail have come letters for and against 
Jake. Some of them cal] Jake an ignorant Jew 
and tell me that I should be ashamed of mysclf 
for exploiting publicly a fellow like h'm. Others 
say Jake’s all right and wish there were moze 
enlightened people, Jews and Gentiles, like him 
in the world. 

Of course, I was only a reporter tel.ing a story 
about Jake and wasn’t backing him up as he sit 
in the Catholic church, in the hour of mass, say- 
ing Kaddish for his wife and fee'ing perfectly 
at home. I tried to be objective in the way of 
a good reporter, but now that angry people are 
jumping on Jake I feel I must go to his side in 
the pew in the Catholic church saying Kaddish 
for his wife in the morning. 

I lay a sympathetic hand on his shoulder... . 
“Good morning, Jake. You’re a man after my 
own heart and I like you. 

“You see, Jake, you, in this church, saying Kad- 
dish are an answer to all intransigent people 
who think their religion is a high wall to keep 
them from being contaminated by people with 
other kinds of religion. You go to seek God in 
the Christian church and remain a good Jew. 

“Yes, these fanatical folks—Jews and Chris- 
tians—help to make a lot of the divisive trouble 
in this worry world. I know a rabbi who will 
not permit his shadow to darken the door of a 
certain synagogue in which women are allowed 
to sit on the same floor level with their men, 
with no curtain at all between them. As for 
being seen in a Reform temple, that would be 
as embarrassing to this holy man as it would 
be for him to be caught in gehenna. 

“On the other side are those of the Christian 
clergy who would feel they were letting them- 
selves down into abysmal sin if they had to do 
_with an occasion in the church of another Chris- 
tian denomination. 

“T tnank you, Jake, for being a man of religious 
understanding. While remaining faithful to your 
cwn beliefs you can find fellowship in the church 
of another faith. You seem to be a man who 
doesn’t think of God as his own special Father 
and who doesn’t regard people of other religions 
as stepchildren of God and, therefore, to be 
shunned. 

“You are a civilized man.” 

“Neither do I think of my religion as a high, 
impenetrable wall that separates me from other 
people who do not bend their knees and bow 
their head Jerusalemward in the synagogue. If 
it were that sort of religion I would have none

of it. My Judaism has many windows and doors. 

“Through the windows I look at my neighbors 
and appreciate and admire the way they’ve fixed 
up their house as a habitation for God. Ican hear 
them speaking to God and from what they say 
to Him I know he’s my God. tco. Their voices 
are familiar. They have the sound of my voice 
when in my troubles I speak to Him and ask 
fcr some ‘ligtt by which to find the way out. 

“Through the wide-open doors cf my religion 
I approach the house of my neighbor’s religion 
and fecl at home there. I get the idea that his 
religious house and mine are practically one 
house, built by the common experience of faith. 
I hope he will come visiting to my house some 
day, 

“That reminds me of a very Jewish gentleman 
in our town—you’d know his name at once if I 
mentioned it—who lives close by a Presbyterian 
church. They are neighbors, you might say, and 
he does the neighborly thing. He goes every 
Sunday to the services of the Presbyterian church 
and feels himself no stranger there, though he 
is a most devout Jew. 

“It’s his way of expressing the brotherhood 
that is implicit in his concept of Judaism. He 
thinks along the same lines you do, Jake. What's 
needed, Jake, is a hell of a lot more people— 
Jews and Christians—like you and him. 

“You, like me, sometimes must wonder what 
God thinks of it all: The way people have di- 
vided themselves into hateful groups in His 
honor; the way they back-bite each other for 
His favor; the way they have persecuted one 
another for the glory of the ineffable Name. 

“Yes, Jake, He must be very patient or we 
would all have been kicked over the edge of the 
earth long ago. I guess He’s patient because He 
knows from long experiences that the human 
kind finally gets punished by its own sins and 
follies, and why should His great mercy bother 
to punish them? Even today we see Hitler get- 
ting his neck into the noose he wove for other 
people. 

“But if it ever came to a showdown I’d speak 
up for you. I’d say anyway, people like Jake 
should be spared. He was a man who honored 
Thee, O God, by fellowship with all Thy children. 
I remember him’ taking his Kaddish to the 
Catholic church in the morning. People like Jake 
and Father Pat should be spared. When Jake 
asked Father Pat’s permission to say Kaddish 
in his church, Father Pat said, ‘Thanks, Jake, 
for bringing the sacrament of brotherhood to my 
church,’ 

“You and Father Pat are brothers, Jake, and 
deserve to be wrapped up together in the wings 
of the Shechinah when the time comes.” 

I hope Father Pat won’t feel put out to see me 
speaking to Jake during the service in his church. 
but, then, I’m whispering and, anyway, it all has 
te do with the essence of religion. 

“Jake,” I say in conclusion, “now I’ll join you 


in saying Kaddish, Let’s stand up... . ‘Yisgadal. 
;”

“So the Jewish gentleman had 
that medalion made and nailed jt 
up on the front of his house, Every 
time the neighbors came out their 
door they swore they weren't go- 
ing to look at the thing, but some- 
how they always did and there jt 
was looking right back at them— 
the medalion is a picture of the 
Jewish gentleman thumbing his 
nese at the people next door. 

“Now that gentleman’s — been 
dead for .a long time, I think 
Barney Baruch has the house now 
but the medalion’s still there to 
remind folks just the same.”

He also 
wanted to buy some business prop- 
erty downtown. The 400 wouldn't 
let him have it. So he bought the 
Fifth avenue place through a 
broker and put up the medalion. 
The head on the medalion faces 
south. It’s supposed to be thumb- 
ing its nose at downtown in gen- 
eral, saying, “Nyah, nyah, I fooled 
you.” The house has been boarded 
up for years, said the caretaker, 
and is full of rats as big as cats.)
